pacts never prevented a great war. They 
were not only causes of war, but they 
were largely instrumental in developing 
that pernicious practice known as secret 
diplomacy. 
Nations conspired against 


one another. Combinations were formed 
generally for purposes of aggression and 
aggrandizement, which are among the 
chief causes of war. 


Whether war can be stopped altogether 


or not, the nations should take every pre- 
caution for peace. 
If only a few wars 


are prevented, some good of immense ben- 
efit to humanity will be accomplished. 
Prevention of war must be progressive. 


The first requisite to stop war is an 


honest desire for peace. 
The next is 


honest dealing by the leading govern- 
ments. Peoples will make headway with « 
.peace through mutual understanding and 
trustfulness. Arbitration unquestionably 
would obviate many wars, perhaps most. 
Differences of most sorts are amenable to 
'settlement. Those that cannot or would 
not be submitted to arbitration are the 
kind that involve duplicity. The people 
^ant no more war. Public opinion 


I through out the world favors international 
arbitration and a world court of adjudi- 
cation. The great majority, if not ulti- 
mately all. international issues can be set- 
tled by these methods. Of the two ad- 
judication is preferable to arbitration.

ilth or frjun uncleanllness. Just as uneducated peo- 
le sometimes Imagine disease germs, too small to 


visible to the unaided eye. can "breed" in refuse 


r filth by sponteous generation and many pop- 
lar "sanitary precautions" are baaed upon such 
bsurd conceptions. • 
To fumigate the school room might possibly kill

d of "sanitary precaution" would have the germs 


lurking." But even though head Hce may survive 
ours, days or weeks in or about a school room. 
10 chances are that the ordinary methods of fu- 


migation would not bother them much. Fumigation 


ith the dangerous poison gas. hydrocyanic acid. 
hich was used to execute a criminal recently, will 
estroy vermin in a room, but this demands the 
ervice of an expert fumigator who knows how to 
andle the dangerous agent. 
Ordinary cleaning of the school rooms should 
e efficient. 
The lice are more likely brought to school by one 
f the pupils and distributed generously from head 
o head. 


What Is needed In such a school is a suitable 


medical inspection. No child with vermin should be 


ermitted1 to attend school. 
Many of the country school houses one sees are 
rude and scarcely decent shelters for children, a 
eproach to the community that provides such 
miserable shacks, really more appropriate abodes 
or vermin. A school child's cleanliness and health 
re determined largely by the conditions of the 
.ouse he lives in five hours a day. 
The superstitious, wasteful and utterly useless 
ite of lumigating school rooms in the vain attempt 
o "stamp out" epidemics of diphtheria, scarlet 
ever or other infectious diseases still prevails in 
ome backward places. This soh-y practice not on- 


has no appreciable influence upon the spread of 
disease but is indirectly a dangerous thing be 


ause It gives unsophisticated people a false sense 
>f security which leads to thoughtless or careless 
exposure and hence to the further spread of the 
disease—since'in all instances It is the human, or 
animal carrier, not objects, that conveys the in- 
ection. An ordinary cleaning of the school room 
s always sufficient, as Is an ordinary cleaning of 
he sick TOom after diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
jther infectious disease.

VAGABOND AT FIRST 


He was sailor and vagabond during 


th(J earlier part of his life and did not 
tako to" writing until his middle thir- 
ties. His career In this respect some- 
what parallels that of Joseph Conrad, 
although of course I do not wish tr« 
draw a parallel between the two in 
respect to the character of their work. 
Both writers had the sea as a theme 
but otherwise there was little resem- 
blance. Conrad was a genius, Robert- 
son is considered a. genius by some 
but there Is plenty of room lor doubt 
in his case. 


But the point Is that Morgan. Ro- 


bertson knew thoroughly what he was 
writing about when he 
began 
to 


write. Just as did Conrad. For years, 
in fact until after Robertson's d.eatii. 
it looked as If Conrad would not catch 
the ear of the public any more than 
Robertson. Had Robertson lived -ten 
years longer, he might have built. 
one of the big literary reputations 
of his generation. 


JHSSED OUT BY HAIR 


But it was his ill luck almost al- 


ways to miss out by a hair. This Is 
illustrated rather pathetically in the 
caso of his invention of a periscope. 
In addition to being a writer Robert- 
son was something of a mathematical 
wizard, and the Idea of the periscopa 
came to him as a result of his years 
upon tho sea. He told a French jour- 
nalist about it one day and that writ- 
er described the Yankee's Idea in a 
newspaper article, 
probably 
treat- 


ing- it as a more or less wild dream. 


But Robertson went on to perfect 


his periscope and when he had all the 
details worked out he applied for a 
patent. Had ho secured It, there la 
little doubt but that it would have 
meant wealth for him. But the pa- 
tent office was unable to grant the 
patent because the idea was not new; 
it had been 
described In a French 


Journal before the patent was applied 
for and so under the International pa- 
tent laws the patent could not toe 'j 
granted. 


That was the kind of luck Morgan 


Robertson played In most of his life 
in his writing career as well as In 
everything else. He died poor and 
disillusioned and disheartened. 


Tho moral? There Is none eo far as 


I can see. Robertson did not fall be- 
cause he did not work hard enough 
or because he did not have the goods 
or because of weakness or because 
of any of the other causes that some- 
times make men fall. A few years ot 
Hfo mlc'nt very well have meant all 
the difference between failure and 
success; or a chanc hit with a relat- 
ivc-ly inferior book might have turned 
the trick. That often happens. 


If It turns out now that he Js to

I would suggest tying them on a 
No. 3-0 or 4-0 hook with an old piece 
of casting line or strong thread, with 
the point of the hook down and the 
belly of the crawfish lying on the 
shank.
